Minneapolis, Aug. 15.—OLP) — G rant 
Blake, about 45, a form er inm ate of 
the St. P eter insane 
asylum, 
who 
claimed Faribault, Minn., as his home, 
today was arrested for questioning in 
connection with the brutal m istreat­ 
m ent and m urder of 12-year-old Doro­ 
thy Aune. 
Police said there were blood stains 
on Blake’s shoes. 
H e was arrested after employees of 
a lumber yard out in region of the 
Aune home reported th at he was an­ 
noying a woman. 
Blake was unable to give a clear 
account of his actions 
on 
Tuesday 
night when Dorothy disappeared from 
near her home or on W ednesday m orn­ 
ing when her m utilated 
body 
was 
found tightly bound in gunny sacks 
near the railway tracks on H iaw atha 
Avenue. 
The middle-aged form er asylum in­ 
m ate said he stayed in the Home ho­ 
tel, not far from the Aune residence 
on Tuesday night, but 
police 
said 
they checked the hostelry and found 
Blake was not registered. 
L ater he declared, police said, th a t 
the blood stains on his shoes were 
caused by blisters. 
The foot w ear 
was purchased in a pawnship only 
last Tuesday, Blake told the officers, 
and since they still were stiff and new 
had caused the blisters. 
An exam ination of B lake’s feet, po­ 
lice said, revealed no evidence of blis­ 
ters. 
The fellow had no u nderw ear and 
wore a pair of new trousers which he 
said also had been bought a t a paw n­ 
shop Tuesday. 
He could not rem em ­ 
ber exactly when he was released from 
the asylum. 
He said one of his b roth­ 
ers died in the same 
institution 
a 
short time ago, 
Police deckled to .hold 
fo r 
fu rth e r questioning. 
The grim h u n t 
fo r o th er suspects m eanw hile w ent on 
unabated. 
Andrew 
Olness, a 
mechanic 
who 
was arrested during the night, was 
released after officers were convinced 
he was not the m urderer but three 
other men were picked up and held 
for questioning. 
Five hundred officers were said to 
be working on the case and today Po­ 
lice Chief E. J. M urnane of St. Paul 
offered the services of every m an on 
his force to aid in the hunt. 
M urnane 
also offered the pick of his detective 
forces and gun squad earn. 
Never in the history»«f M inneapolis 
have the police been so aroused over 
a crim e. 
V eteran officers accustom ed 
to handling alm ost every conceivable 
form of crim e 
have 
been 
seen 
to 
weep with anger as they discussed the 
brutal m urder of the little school girl. 
W ednesday night and early T h u rs­ 
day the determ ined police searched 
m ore than 2,000 homes and stores in 
the vicinity where Dorothy was killed 
in their search for clues. 
The citizenry of Minneapolis is up 
in arm s over the terrible crime, which 
has been com pared countless 
times 
with the brutal m urder of a Los An­ 
geles girl for which E dw ard William 
H ickm an, ‘'The Fox,” paid with his 
life on the gallows. 
A total of $4,275 rew ard was offered 
today for the capture of the slayer. 
Three Minneapolis newspapers posted 
$1,000 each, Mayor William F. Kunze 
offered $750 and smaller sum s were 
posted by private citizens. 
Crowds of curious throng the streets 
before the Aune home anxious to get 
a glimpse of the Aune fam ily. 
A n­ 
drew W. Aune, the father, a carpen­ 
ter, Mrs. Aune. Elif, 22, Sylvia, 20, 
and Irene, IO, still w ere stunned by 
the brutality of the crim e and rem ain­ 
ed in seclusion. 
Members 
of 
the fam ily 
revealed 
they had not slept for a m om ent since 
Tuesday night when they frantically 
scoured the neighborhood in search of 
the quiet, shy, but brilliant D orothy. 
One m em ber said the m other fell 
into a brief fitful slum ber last night 
and woke up scream ing: 
“D orothy! D orothy!” 
The seriously shocked w om an 
ex­ 
plained th a t she dream ed she saw her 
child near railroad trac k s and th a t 
D orothy scream ed for help. 
Mrs. A une’s dream evidently was in­ 
duced by the know ledge D orothy’s m u­ 
tilated body w as found early W ednes­ 
day near the H iaw atha Avenue tracks. 
The theory’ of the m urder now most 
com monly held was that Dorothy was 
kidnaped by a motorist late Tuesday, 
taken for a ride until dark and then 
dragged into some sort of a business 
establishm ent where she was crim in­ 
ally attacked and strangled to death. 
It was pointed out th a t her body 
w as stuffed into two new gunny sacks 
and her hands and feet bound w ith 
tw ine; her face, 
th ro at 
and 
torso 
w rapped w ith insulated wire, possible 
telephone wire, and a paper towel had 
been th ru st into her m outh for a gag.

could be m ost readily obtained in a 
grocery store or some other business 
place.

OFFICIALS HOPE THAT SHE WILL

Friedrichshafen, Germany, Aug. IS. 
—G erm any’s m ighty aerial pathfinder, 
the dirigible Graf Zeppelin, took off 
w ith the first rays of the rising sun 
today for the second and most haz­ 
ardous trip of her globe-girdling Jour­ 
ney, a 6,000-mile flight to Tokio across 
the w astelands of northern Siberia. 
The g rea t dirigible, four times con­ 
queror of the A tlantic, took off from 
the airport here a t 4:85 A. M. today 
(10:35 P. M. EST. W ednesday) for the 
longest flight ever attem pted even by 
a dirigible. 
She carried a crew of 40 
men and 20 passengers. 
Officials of 
the Zeppelin line hoped 
she 
would 
reach her destination w ithin five days. 
The G raf was so heavily loaded she 
had considerable difficulty rising. The 
crew had to drop a record amount of 
her w ater ballast before the ship could

More Spirit in Nendpaper Advertising 


T h e Editor and Publisher of New York is an authoritative 
magazine in its field. 
The August IO issue carries an article 
showing that the “leading magazine advertisers” spend more in 
newspapers. 
The Bureau of Advertising Analysis shows 89 of 
the IOO leaders in 1928 invested more money in dailies than in na­ 
tional publications, and their appropriations are compared. 
As stated by the magazine, the analysis gives for the first 
time a comprehensive comparison between the appropriations of 
national advertisers in magazine and in newspapers. 
Quoting from the report: “In the motor field the differences 
were even more marked. 
Chevrolet Motor Company, which spent 
$1,107,800 in magazines, spent $4,500,000 in newspapers. 
Dodge 
Bros. Corp. with $1,031,041 expenditures in magazines, spent $2,- 
500,000 in newspapers. 
The Chrysler Sales Corporation is cred­ 
ited with an expenditure of $4,000,000 in newspapers against 
$868,250 in magazines. All down the motor list it was the same 
way.” 
“General Electric loomed large on the newspaper list and the 
Westinghouse Electric Company did not appear at all in the maga­ 
zine list.” 
“Here and there are magazine advertisers who spent no 
money in newspaper advertising, but the great majority of the ad­ 
vertisers listed spent more money in newspapers than they did in 
magazines.” 
Digesting the article one comes to the conclusion that news­ 
paper advertising used nationally or locally is of the greatest 
value. 
An advertising campaign can be mapped out quickly, 
changes of copy made just as quickly, taking advantage of oppor­ 
tunities as they develop in the sales. 
A magazine campaign must 
have its copy placed long before issue and can never be made as 
elastic as a newspaper campaign.

Outdoor advertising today has 
attained a new sphere of useful­ 
ness. 
Not only does the man on 
the ground read as he runs, but now 
even tile aviator may peruse as he 
pilots. 
To reach travelers In both ele­ 
m ents at the same time, the Stand­ 
ard Oil Company (Indiana) 
has 
erected the first air-earth bulletin 
board near Detroit, Michigan. 
The 
unusual feature of the sign is that 
It Is erected at a 4f> degree angle. 
Tills angle makes it readable from 
both air and earth without dis­ 
tortion. 
Tile location is near tile 
Ford airport, below a heavily trav­ 
eled airway* and close to a main 
concrete highway and electric car 
line. 
From the road the sign presents 
an odd appearance which immedi­ 
ately attracts attention.

this 45 degree angle by the wind, is 
quickly enlightened by the legend 
across the bottom which reads: 
“This is the first bulletin ever erect­ 
ed advertising to people who travel 
by air.” 


From the air, the sign may be 
clearly read at a height of 700 feet. 
Planes which continually leave and 
arrive at the nearby Ford airport 
carry hundreds of passengers which 
are attracted by the unusual sign. 
At the angle at which the sign Is 
placed, it Is perfectly readable from 
the sky. 
The erection of this sign Is in 
line with the progressive aviation 
policy of the Standard Oil Company 
(Indiana). 
First to recognize the 
value of air transportation for In­ 
dustrial purposes by buying an air­ 
plane of Its own, this company Is 
again first to recognize its impor­ 
tance by building a bulletin board 
which may he read from the air.
